The meft humble and moft refpe&tful Remonftran- 
ces, which we tke the Liberty to bring to the Foot 
of the Throne of your Majefty, confift in two Points ;

y Pes lates to the Inconveniencies that would attend the dif- 


ferent Difpofitions of that Edi&, if your Majefty, mov’d 
with our Reafons and Motives, did not order the “Re- 
Vocation thereof. 
Tobegin with the firft: We dare fay, that it is not 
only the Intere ft of all your Majefty’s Subje&s, but al- 
yourown, that your Will and Intention. be tranf- 
mitted to your People by the ordinary Ways, which 
are the Regiftring and Publication in Parliament, to be 
fent afterwards to the Bailywicks of its Jurifdi&tion. 
That neceflary Formaliry for promulgating a Law,

If the Parliament is fo highly concerned imthis Mat-> 
ter, that your Majefty, Monfieur the Regent,“ nor the ~ 
Publick cannot fufpe& them to bave made any Step in 
the Jeaft contrary to the Submiffion they will ‘always 
have for the Royal Anthority, they hope ghey may be 
allow’d to reprefent to your Majefty, that’ in the Are 
réts they have given on this Occafion, they have only 
follow’d the Precedents found in their Regifters, and 
we have the Satisfaétion, that the late King did not 
look upon what was tranfa&ted in Parliament in the 
Year 1652, about Coin, as an Invafion of his Autho- 
rity. 

In January, 1652, The Parliament gave two Arrerts 
conformable to the Requifition of the Attorney Gene- 
ral: By the firft, the Value of the Species was provi- 
fionally fix’d, and it was forbidden to utter them at a 
higher Rate ; which Arrét was ordered to be read, 
publifh’d, and fent to the Bailywicks of their Jurifdic- 
tien: By che 2d, which was a Contequence of ‘the 
firft, a Conteftation before the Council about the rai- 
fing the Species, was order'd to be brought before them. 

n 1668. The late King order’d, chat the Firtt Gref- 
fier of the Parliament, and the principal Clerk of that 
Office, fhould, in the Prefence of four Counfellours 
of the Court of Parliament, bring to the Chancellour 
the Minutes of fuch Arréts as his Majefty order'd to 
be ore We have the Original of the Verbal 
Procefs of the Chancellour, and the 4 Counfellcurs a- 
forefaid, which fets forth at large the Arréts which 
his Majefty was willing fhould remain in the Regifters 
of the Parliament, whereby it appears, that the two 
Arréts ef Jan 1652, are by Name excepted from fuch 
as were to be. fupprefled, and we have the Minutes 
thereof: We conjure your Majefty to be perfwaded, 
that we inConfcience believe ourfelves to be oblig’d,for 
the good of your Service, to a& as we do at prefent. 

This Affair is of fogrest a Conicquence, that we 
cannot forbear to fet before your Majefiy, the Example 
of one of the moft powerful and beft Kings that-has go- 
vern’d this Kingdom. 

Henrythe Great having made, in 1609, a general 
Reguletion for the Coin of the Kingdom, the Parlia~ 
ment, after having teken all the neceflary Informations, © 
reprefentéd to the King how préjudicial this Edi& 
would prove to the State ; and we find in our Regif- 
ters, the Anfwer made to the Parliament by the Chan- 
cellour, on the King’s Part; which I (che firft Prefi« 
dent) have copied my felf after ihe Original, that no- 
thing might be alter’d. 

Monfieur the Chancellour told Monfieur the Prefi« 
dent Seguier, and Monfieur the Prefident Molle, whom 
he fent for by the King's Order, that he bad giveti an 
Account to the King of what had been done concern- 
ing the Edi& about Coin, and had reprefented the 
Reafons upon which the Court of Parliamenthad req. 
fufed to verify the fame, and in particular, chat the’ 
weakning of the Standard of the Coin had been, as it 
appears by Hiftory, always revoked, becaufe of the ill 
Confequences that enfued thereupon ; and that at Jaf, 
the King had been made fenfible of the Reafons of the’ 
Parliament, to which M. de Sully had contributed, 
and that his Majefty had {aid thereupon, That he had 
not made that Edié to get any thing by it, bur only,’ 
becaufe he thought it was for the good of his People ; 
buc that fince it was not found to be fo, he took in’ 
good Part thofe Reafons, and’ would no more hear of 
it ; that he revoked the fame, and defired, in Order 
to prevent all Diforders about Coin, that proper Per=: 
fons might meet to make fuch Regulations: as ‘fhould 
appear neceflary. Whereupon the Chancellour added, 
That nor doubting but the Parliament would be fatis-' 
fied therewith, he defired them toname forme Deputies’ 
of their own, which they did, and thanked the King 
for the faine, &c.

As to our Trade with Foreigners, the Lofs is ftill 
more vifible ; the intrinfick Value of a Mark of Silver 
is 27 Livres almoft in all Parts of Europe, and ic would 
be advanced in France by the laft Edi@ to 60, { that 
we thall be obliged to pay 60 Livres for any Thing 
that we fhall buy, whereof the Value will only be 27, 
end whén Foreigners buy any Thing of us, it will coft 
them enly 27 Livres to pay us 60. 

The new Bdi& feems to have in View the acquit. 
ting and paying of the State Bills, and yet the Bearer 

of does not only jofe them entirely, brit lofes al. 


ries t6 the Mint with his Bills. One who has State 
Bills to the Value of 2000 Livres, carries them to tha 
Mint with 125 Marks of Silver, which at 40 Livres 
r Mark, make 5000 Livres, and receives back 
Loves in new Species, which weigh only 118 Marks, 
and confequently he lofes 9 Marks of his Silver, and 
alf his Sate Bills ; and this after they have fuffered 
fach Diminations, and after the King has made them 
hisowa Debt. Such who have net State Bills, and 
thall carry to the Mint old ies to have new ones, 
will be ftill greater Lofers, for when they fhall carry 
_  g000 Livres to the Mint, which weigh 25 Marks, they 
receive only 16 Marks and two Thirds.

tion in the Produce of your Farms, through the In- 
terruption of Commerce and the Diminution of the 
Confumption of Goods ? 

What augments our Grief is, that not only your M2- 
jefty will not be benefited by the Lofs which will fall 
Gpon your Subje&s ; but that Foreigners wwill not only 
make a vaft Profic by the difference between the intrin< 
fick Value and the current Price of our Coin. We 
fay, béfides this Profic, they will infallibly Counter. 
feit the Species ; which they have never fail’d to do, 
even when the Profit by it was not near fo great. 

The Sovereign has the Right alone to coym Money 
in his Dominions, but it is not his Effigies that gives 
the Value to the fame: It is only a Security to the 
Publick, that the Species are worth the Price at which 
they are utter'd; that chey are of fach a Weight, and 
of fach a Finenefs, but it is the Matter itfelf that makes 
the Vslue thereof. Therefore we fee in our Hiftories, 
that the Cuftom was to make no Alteration of the 
‘Pricé or Value of Gold and Silver, without firft fending 
to the Principal Towns.of the Kingdom, to give in 
large Inftre&ions and Memorials drawn up by People 
experjenced in Matters relating to Coin, that they 
might confider thereof ; it being reafonable, fays the 
fliftorian, that as things relating to Coin concern every 
Body, they may be refolved by @ common and unani- 
mous Confent of the Nation. We find accordingly fe« 
vera! admirable Regulations concerning Ceiny delibe- 
Yared and concluded ia the. General Affemblies of the:
